Editor Gazette:—From time to 
time artisles relative to the inge- 
nuity of prisoners wishing to es- 
cape find their way into priot. The 
information generally comes from 
some prison official whose love of 
glory leads him, to tell of bis dis- 
covery of the ingenous device, 
through the means of: which the 
captive hoped to regain his liberty. 
The case I am about to relate was 
revealed by accident, and as it fn- 
terested me it may you. 

Three years ago when I moved 
into my present quarters, one of the 
fixtures of my room was a match- 
safe made of stone and such as we 
usually see in hotels, saloons, res- 
taurants and other public places. I 
have it before me now. It meas- 
ures. seven inches in length, six 
inches in height and four inches ip 
width. Itis madeof two pieces— 
atopanda base. The base is hol- 
lowed out to allow a place for the 
matches, while the top, which is 
two inches in thickness, fits snugly 
over the space. The corners are in 
imitation of ionic columns. ‘ The 


ends are ornamented with 
vines and leaves cut in relief, while 
the sides, cut in the same style, 
show two Turkish daggers with 
crossed blades. The top has three 
knobs alike in carving and style, 
but differing in size. They could 
be represented iy the three o’s in 
this manner: OOO. Upon the 
largest knob and what happened to 
it hangs my tale. 

The ornament was on the floor, 
and playing with it were master 
Lyle Sheply, a_ three-year-old 
youngster with an inquisitive turn 
of mind, and Miss Bessie Whited, 
the owner of a pair of exceedingly 
bright b'ue eyes. Lyle’s father is 
an engineer on the Truckee Di- 
vision, and thus do I aecount for 
the naturally-acquired monkey- 
wrench movement Lyle’s fingers 
possess.

They then sold one-fifth of the 
stock, realizing for the same $41,000, 
with which they at once erected a 
mill for the purpose of crushing the 
rock which they brought out 
through tunnels. 

An abundance of timber sur- 
rounds the mine, and water was 
easily obtained for power, and now 
in less than thres years the mine 
shows an almost marvelous devel- 
epment. ‘Three tunnels pierce the 
mountain, having a total length of 
amileandahilf. A bucket tram- 
way connects the mine and mill, a 
distance of over 3,000 feet, an 80- 
stamp mill containing all the late 
improvements, is ruuning night 
and day, and in the stopes is ore 
euough uncovered to run it forseven 
or eight years. Notwithstanding 
this rapid growth, involving a 
great deal of expense, four-fifths of 
the mine is yet owned by its origi- 
nal discoverers, 

The mine is to-day probably the 
best piece of mining property in 
the state of California.
